Proper care shall be given by purchaser to protect breeding qualities 
and health of animals. 

All bulls guaranteed breeders. A bull shall not be allowed to serve 
when under fourteen months of age or be allowed to run with herd when 
under twenty months of age. In case of failure to be a breeder notice shall 
be given to seller by the time bull is twenty months of age or within six 
months of date of purchase. 

Any bull not proving up to foregoing guarantee shall be replaced with 
another of equal value at time of purchase, but the seller may, if he de- 
sires, have him returned for retrial for a period not to exceed six months. 
The expense of return freight in such case is to be paid by the purchaser. 
If the bull is proved to be a breeder beyond doubt, it shall be returned to 
the purchaser at his expense. In case bull proves to be not a breeder, then 
the purchaser shall be given the option of having purchase price refunded 
without interest or of accepting a substitute as stipulated above. No charge 
for feed or maintenance shall be made by either buyer or seller. Salvage 
to go to the seller.
